iSiR: Section 3503 of the code of Alabama requires that the Railroad 
Commissioners, through their president, shall, before the 10th day of Octo- 
ber annually, make to the governor, a report of their **act8 and doings" 
for the year ending on the 30th da.y of June next preceding, setting forth 
such facts as will disclose the actual workings of the railroad system in 
this State, and making such suggestions a.s to ihe genera) railroad policy of 
the State as may to them seem approprifM^e; and such |!jecommendation8 
for further legislation as they may deem necessary and advisable for the 
interests of the State. 

In making this annual report, it is proper to state that we have no re- 
comiriei)dations as to legislation. There will, be no meeting of the legisla- 
ture for some time to come and .should we make any recommendations, it 
would be more proper, tfO submit them in our next annual report. 

As to what is meant by making a report of our "acts and doings^' has 
caused us some concern, and especially so, in view. of the fact that we have 
concluded to depart from the precedent heretofore established with refer- 
ence to what these annual reports should contain. 

it is proper to state that some of the work done by this commission, 
wl^Jch will be embraced in this report, has been done since the 30th day of 
Juoje, but as it is important that the present report should contain this 
data, we included it in order that the work of the commission may be. fully 
set out. . . , f . , . i 

Section 3498 of the code requires, that, every person or corporation 
operating a railroad in this State, on or before September 1st of each year 
shall make annual returns of the business of such railroad up to the 30th 
day of June next preceding. Under this section we have sent out to the 
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railroads, as usual, bla»^k forms for the making of these reports, bat we- 
have experienced some trouble in getting prompt returns. 

Our construction of this section is, that this data, consisting largely ard 
mainly of statistics is necessary to be gathered in order that the Com- 
missioners and the State Board of Assessment may, from these sworn re- 
turns, ascertain the value of the different railroads in Alabama, but there 
is much matter contained therein of absolutely no interest or benefit to the 
public, and it is therefore a useless expense to the State to publish them as 
a whole as was heretofore been the practice. 

We have, filed in this ofSce, each one of these returns of the railroads 
which are bound and in convenient shape where they will always be open 
and accessible to the inspection of the publio. We have likewise gleaned 
from these returns such data and information as in our judgment is proper- 
and necessary and included the same in this report. 

Section 34ftl of ihe code makes it our duty to consider and carefully re- 
vise all tariffs of charges for transportation, and to *' exercise a watchful* 
and careful supervision over all tariffs and their operation, and revise the 
same from time to time, as justice to the public and the rallrd^d)S'thi9£y re- 
quire, and increase or reduce any of the rated as expein^ioe'End business- 
operations may show to be just." Under this section there is only on^ 
liiiiftk^('ti to oui" t'o'^^^f ^^ ih'at is tHdt ire must '^so revise the same as tor> 
alldWIa fair atid just ii^etuni on the value of the railroild, its kppertihances > 
aii^^qui^mefitft."

railroad promptly complied with this request, and after a cttref ul Compari- 
son Ai^d consid^rtet^b'n of thds^ taHff^ knd c!^8Sif!(^at!ons, we h'ar;'eai)pend^ 
our apl^oval, (subject to ^evifeloti at any tiine) arid t)Ubli8h€d thi6'i3arii^ 
with this refport. It must riot be forgotten, how6fver, that there are ex- 
ception sheets to this getttferetl tariff, and that chart 6s are cotistantl^ beirij^ 
mide but we have endeav<J*ed, and t^ill contfnute tb 6ndeav<5r, to carefuHy 
sup^rvisfe every chartge mud'e in the?s6 tatiiff sheets and blassificatibngr. 

The law also imposes Upon us the duty of supervising arid ord6ririg the 
building and maintaining of depots, arid of hearing and deciding compiyntf^ 
whtteh may come before us upon any question affectinrg the railroads in this 
Stkt^. We have riot Included in this report any ritatter upoii t^ihlch we 
hdv^ had occasion to pass since June 30th, exceipt the distianc^ tariffs arid' 
cl^aiffcations abovB referred to,iind the demtllr&ge riiliBS al3 ariierided arid* 
approved by us, but we have settled many questions pertaining toilie* 
de)^t6, brid theltailtynkte under ottt" ditetsHKm h£ve in trianyvi^tani^ti imv- 
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proved the old depots and built new ones and shown a most commendable 
-spirit in co-operating with us in our efforts to insure the comfort and con- 
venience of the traveling public. We are glad to report also that several 
new railroads have been built within the last year and several are now 
under course of construction, but this will be shown under the proper table 
an this repart.

REPORT OF ACCIDENTS IN ALABAMA. 

It is our hope and purpose to improve this report each year and to bring 
about a more systematic state of affairs in the manner of revising and 
supervising the work imposed upon us by law, but it takes labor and time 
to perfect any system, and especially one covering so broad a field as thai 
embraced in the duties of this Commission. 

We have not included in this report the tariff on coal for the reason that 
it is contained in a separate sheet, is very lengthy and expensive to print. 
We have, however, made many reductions in the coal tariff and there is. 
now a lower rate on coal in Alabama than ever before, and many thousand* 
of dollars have been saved to the people in this one item alone. 

In concluding this report we wirh to add that Alabama is not, as sup- 
posed by many, the victim of a high and oppressive local tariff, but a care- 
ful comparison of the tariffs of railroads in adjoining states shows that we 
are on a parity with the most of them. We find that as to certain classes in 
Alabama covering grain and hay aiid some of the other necessities of life,, 
that our tariff is somewhat higher than in gome of the adjoining states. 
We have been, and are now, exceedingly anxious to secure some reduction 
in these particular classes, but, under the existing conditions, we have not 
been able to make these reductions ; but we hope that, in the near future, 
the increasing prosperity of the times and the condition of the railroads 
will justify us in reducing to some extent the tariff on the particular classes, 
nbove enumerated.

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RULES OF PRACTICE. 



REGULAR SESSION. , 

The regular sessions of the Commission for hearing contested cases will 
be held at its office in Montgomery, Alabama, on the first Monday in each 
month, except September, and continue from day to day thereafter, if 
necessary, until the business of such meeting is finished. But if the day 
above designated for such meeting shall at any time fall upon an election 
day, or legal holiday, then the meeting shall be held upon the day follow- 
ing. 

Sessions for receivingjconsidering and acting upon petitions, applications 
and other communications, and also for considering and acting upon any 
business of the Commission, other than contested cases, may be taken up 
and disposed of at any time that a quorum of the Commission may be 
present. 



SPECIAL SESSIONS. 

Special sessions may be held at other places, when, in the judgment of 
the Commission, the public interest requires it. 



COMPLAINTS. 

All complaints must be by petition/printed or written (or partly printed, 
and partly written), setting forth briefly the facts claimed to constitute a 
violation of the law. The^name of the carrier or carriers complained 
against must be stated in full, and the address of the petitioner, with the 
name and address of his attorney or counsellor, if any,- must appear upon 
the petition. 



SERVICE OF PETITION. 

The Gjjanission will ca.a3 3 a c^py of bha p3titi )n, wit'i aDtice to satisfy 
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or answer the same within a specified time, to be served personally or by 
mail in its discretion, upon each carrier complained against. 



ANSWERS. 

A carrier complained against must answer within such time as required 
by the Commission. The time prescribed in any case may be extended, 
upon good cause shown, by special order of the Commission. Original an- 
swers must be filed with the secretary of the Commission, at its office in 
Montgomery. The answer must admit or deny the material allegations of 
Iho petition, and may set forth any additional facts claimed to be material 
to the issue. If the carrier complained against shall make satisfaction be- 
fore answering, a written acknowledgement thereof must be filed by the 
complainant or petitioner, and in that case the effect of satisfaction, 
without other matter, may be set forth in the answer. If satisfaction be 
made after the filing and service of an answer, a supplementary answer, 
setting forth the facts and terms of the satisfaction, shall be filed with the 
Commip«»ion and servef^. The filing of an answer, however, will not be 
deemed an admission of the sufficiency of the petition, but a motion to 
dismiss for insufficiency may be made at any hearing.

SERVICE OF PAPERS. 

Copy of notices or other papers must be served upon the adverse parties 
personally or by mail ; and when any party has appeared by attorney, ser- 
vice upon such attorney shall be deemed proper service upon the party. 



AMENDMENTS . 

Amendments to any petition or answer in any proceeding or investiga- 
tion may be allowed by the Commission in its discretion.

EXTENSION OF TJME. 

Extensions of time maybe granted upon the application of any party io 
the proceeding in the discretion of the Commission.

STIPULATIONS. 

*$ke^iarties to any. |»roeeeding or invesjugatkm before l;he(»(loiiami8fion 
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TxtAj, by stipulation in writing filed with the seoretary, agree upon the 
facts, or any portion thereof involved in the controversy, Jwhich stipulation 
shall be regarded as evidence on hearing. It is desired that the facts be 
thus agreed upon whenever practicable.

HEARINGS. 



Upon complaint being filed the Commission will assign a time and place 
for hearing the case, which will be at the office in Montgomery, unless 
otherwise ordered. Witnesses will be examined orally before the Commis- 
sion, and their testimony may be taken down and filed in the case, unless 
the facts be agreed ufon as provided for in these rules. The complainant 
must in all cases establish the fact alleged to constitute a violation of the 
law, unless the carrier complained against admits the same or fails to an- 
swer the petition. Facts alleged in the answer must also be proved by the 
carrier unless admitted by the petitionr^r. In case of failure to answer, the 
-Commission will take such proof of the facts as may be deemed proper and 
reasonable, and make such order thereon as the circumstances of the case 
require . 

11 

WITNESSES AND SUBPOENAS. 

Subpoenas requiring the attendance of witnesses will, upon the applica- 
tion of either party, or upon the order of the Commission, be issued by the 
secretary. Subpoenas for the production of books, papers or documents 
< unless directed to. issue by the Commission upon its own motion) will only 
be issued upon application in writing; and when it is sought to compel 
witnesses, not parties to the proceeding, to produce such documentary 
evidence, the application must be sworn to and must specify as nearly as 
may be the books, papers or documents desired, and that the sanie are in 
possession of the witness or under his control ; and also by facts stated in 
said.appUcation show that they contain evidence ndaterial to the issue. Ap- 
plications to compel a party to the proceedings to produce books,, papers or 
documents, need only set forth in a general way the books, papers, or docu- 
ments desired to be produced^ and that the applicant believes they will be 
olMervice in the determination of the case.

PRINTINGS OR PLEADINGS. 

J^Qirvcoivveaience.Jn. reading andJling it is requesljed tbatr .pleadings. 
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briefs and other papers of importance be printed or type- written whenever 
practicable, and that only one side of the paper be used.

COPIES . 

Copies of any petition, complaint or answer in any matter or proceedinsr 
before the Commission, or of any order, decision or opinion by the Commis- 
sion will be furnished without charge upon application to the secretary by 
any person or party to the proceedings. Copy of testimony will be fur- 
nished upon such terms as the Commission shall prescribe. Copies of blank 
forms as contained in the^e rules will be furnished on application by the^ 
secretary without any charge.

ADDRESSfiS OP TH2 OOMMISSION. 

All complaints concerning anything done, or omitted to be done by any" 
common carrier and all petitions or answers in any proceedings or applica- 
tion in relation thereto, and all letters and telegrams should be addressed 
to the chairman of the Commission at IVI Mitg jmary, Alabama, unless other- 
wise specially directed. 

15 

QUORUMS. 

Two members of the Commission shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of all business that may come before the Commission, and if no quo- 
of the Commission be present on any day named in these rules for any reg- 
ular meeting of the Commission, and there are causes on the docket ready 
for the hearing, the secretary of the Commission shall adjourn such meet- 
ing from day to day (noting the same upon the record) until a quorum is 
present for transaction of business, at which the hearing shall be proceeded 
with in the same manner as it would had a quorum been present on the day 
named in the rules of said meeting. When the secretary shall be aware in 
fidvance that a quorum will not be present on the day named for regular 
meeting, he shall, so far as practicable, advise all interested parties by let- 
ter or otherwise, of the fact, and so let them know on what day a quorum 
is expected to be present. 

16. 

MANNER OF CONDUCTING OASES. 

In all contested cases the petitioner will open and close the cftse. Each. 
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party to the hearing will be allowed to introduce such evidence as is ad- 
missible under the common law rules of evidence, and each party will be 
fully heard in argument upon all points of the case by the counsel or other 
representatives . 

17. 

PRACTICE. 

The Commission will be governed by the practice which obtains in the 
circuit courts of Alabama, so far as the same is applicable.

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DEPOTS. 



KULE8 GOVBRNINQ THE ESTABLISHING AND MAINTAINING OF DEPOTS. 

1st. The railroads are required to have at every station in Alabama suf- 
ficient sitting or waiting rooms for the accommodation of passengers wait- 
ing for trains, having regard to sex and race, when required to do so by the 
Railroad Commission, and where the business of any station is not suffi- 
cient to justify the building of such sitting and waiting rooms. The rail- 
roads must build covered sheds for the protection and accommodation of 
such passengers. 

2nd. The railroads shall also keep such sitting and waiting rooms suit- 
ably heated in cold weather, and supplied with suflRcient fre^h drinking 
water, and also with sufficient and comfortable chairs or seats for such pas- 
sengers . 

8rd. Such railroads must also have connected therewith when possible, 
and near by when this is not possible, comfortable privies, or water closets, 
to be at all times kept clean for the use of such passengers. 

4th. Such railroads shall also post at each station a bulletin board show- 
ing the schedule time of the arrival and deparcare of all passenger trains. 

5th. Whenever there is a telegraph station thereat a bulletin must be 
posted in a conspicuous place at such station showing how much the train 
is behind the schedule time, and continue to post such bulletins each hour 
until the train arrives. 

6th. Every person, company or corporation, owning or operating a rail- 
road through the corporate limits of any incorporated town or city of more 
than one thousand inhabitants, shall establish and maintain a snfRcient 
number of depots within such limits, as are necessary for the accommoda- 
tion of passengers and the storage of freight. 

8th. Whenever a railroad or railroads run through two towns or cities so 
closely situated to each other as to make it inexpedient to maintain a depot 
in both towns or cities by such railroad or railroads, then in such cases a 
depot under the direction and advice of the Railroad Commissioners may 
be established, and maintained by such railiH)Ad, orrailroAds, at such point 
as may be most convenient and best subserve the ioteisests of the two towns 
or cities, ^nd the railroad or railroiycls ii) queation. 

9th. Whenever two or more railipads fun ttirofugh tbft corpcurate iimits 
of any town or city, such railroads may, under the advice and direction of 
the Eailroad Gprnpiissioners, establish and maintain a union depot sufficient 
^r the accommodation of passengers and the storage of freii^ht. 
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PASSENGER TARIFF.

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Rule 7. 

No more than standard Passenger Tariff shall be charged passengers 
from flag stations or other stations where tickets are not kept on sale. 

Rule 8. 

When, in consequence of the uncertain time of arrival or departure of a 
delayed train, it is impracticable for tickets to be purchased, no more than 
the regular Standard Passenger Tariff shall be charged. 

Rule 9. 

Where a railroad company has provided agents and offices, ready and 
open for the sale of tickets, and passengers, for want of proper diligence, 
fail to supply themselves therewith before getting on the train, then four 
(4) cents per mile for each passenger twelve years old and over, and two 
(2) cents per mile for each passenger over five years old and under twelve 
may be demanded and collected ; Providedy however, offices at way stations 
may be closed one minute before the arrival of trains. 

• Rule 10. 

The Commission will consider applications for an advance or reduction* in 
the Standard Tariff for the transportation of passengers, or in Commuta- 
tion Rates, but no change in rates shall be of effect or put in force until 
ratified by the Commission and published in the newspapers of the State, 
as required by law ; Provided, That this rule shall not be construed as 
placing any restric^^ion on the privilege of railroad companies to make 
special rates on excursion trains. 

Rule U 

Tickets on sale at any office in a city must be kept on sale at the Depot 
Ticket Office of the same railroad at the same prices. 



EXCESS BAGGAGE RATES AND RULES. 



Excess baggage rates are based on fifteen ( 15) per cent, per hundred 
pounds of the regulars lowest first-class limited, local or coupon ticket fare 
via direct route, or if no limited rate is quoted, on-fifteeh (15) per cent, per 
hundred pounds of the lowest first-class unlimited fare via direct Uroute, as 
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Shown in published tariflPa. In computing charges for less than 100, or over 
iOO pounds, multiply the number of pounds by the rat^ so given, and you 
have the total amount of charges to be colle(^ted. In no case must a less 
amount than 10 cents be charged for any shipment of excess baggage. 

In computing charges all weights and rates must end in or 5. 

Personal baggage (wearing apparel) not over 150 pounds in weight may 
be checked ^free for ea3h passenger holding a whole ticket, and 75 pounds 
free for each passenger holding a half ticket. 

No single piece of baggage weighing more than two hundred and fifty 
(250) pounds shall be checked.

To keep lights at night in all waiting rooms, and on the platform and 
yards for one hour before the schedule time of arrival of any train carrying 
passengers, and for one half hour after the departure of the train. 

The failure to comply with above specified duties is an indictable offense, 
punishable on conviction by fine. 



All freight tariffs must show the approval of the Rai.road Commissioners, 
and be posted at all the freight depots on the- line of the railroad, showing 
the rates for each class, including general and special rates It is unlawful 
to charge higher rates than those approved by the Railroad Commission- 
ers; and no reduction shall be made in favor of any person, which is not 
also made in favor of all ocher persons or corporations by change in such 
public rates. Special rates, if so published, may be given to any person or 
corporation to aid in the development of any individual enterprise in this 
State,

GENERAL RULES. 



Rule 1. 



The reduced rates specified in this classifi- 
cation will apply only on property shipped sub- 
ject to the conditions of the Standard Bill of 
Lading. (See pages 9 and 10.) 

If the shif)per elects not to accept the said re- 
duced rates and condi ions, he should notify the 
agent of the receiving carrier, in writing, at the 
time his property is olTered for shipment, and if 
he does not give such notice it will be understood 
that he desires the property carried subject to the 
Standard Bill of Lading conditions in order to 
secure the reduced rate thereon. Pj'operty car- 
ried not subject to thu conditions of tlie Standard 
Bill of Lading will beat the carrier's liability, 
limited only as provided by common law and by 
the laws of the United States and of the several 
States, in so far as they apply. Property thus 
carried will be charged twenty (20) per cent, 
higher (subject to a minimum increase of one (1) 
cent per hundred pounds) than if shipped sub- 
ject to the conditions of the Standard Bill of 
Lading. 

Rule 2. 

This classification is subject to change without 
other notice than required by law.

Local rates will be charged on all shipments 
not covered by through bills of lading. 

Rule 4. 

(a) Contents of all packages, as near as prac- 
ticable, must be stated in shipping receipt. 
When an article is differently classified, when 
differently prepared or packed, the actual char- 
acter of the article must be specified, otherwise 
it will be charged at the highest class named on 
each article. No shipment will be accepted when 
designated on the shipping receipt as merchan- 
dise (or *'Mdse."), sundries, or fancy goods. 

(b) All less than carload shipments must bear 
distinguishing marks or tags, and where prac- 
ticable the destination must be shown on each 
package or article. 

(c) Property presented to carriers, packed in 
so-called boxes or cases made from strawboard, 
leather board, wood pulp, fibre, wired splin 
wood, or other analogous materials, enclosed in 
wooden frames, will be charged ten (10) percent, 
higher than the classification provided for such 
property in boxes or cases, subject to a minimum 
increase of one (1) cent, per 100 lbs. (See 
note . ) 

Note — In computing the rate to be charged 
under this rule, fractions of one-half cent or less 
shall be dropped, and those of more than one- 
half cent shall be considered as one cent ; for ex- 
ample : if the class rate applicable upon the 
property in boxes or cases is 76 cents per 100 
lbs., the rate to be charged when shipped in the 
packages described will he 821 cents pei^ 100 Jba., 
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tlae fraction of one-half cent being dropped ; if 
the class rate is 36 cents per 100 lbs., the higher 
rate to be charged will be 40 cents per 100 lbs. ; 
if the class rate is 8 cents per 100 lbs., the in- 
crease would be eight- tenths of one cent, and the 
minimum increase being one cent, per 100 lbs., 
the higher rate to be charged will be 9 cents per 
100 lbs. 



Rule 5. 

(a) Agents at points of shipment will take 
care to assure themselves that contents of pack- 
ages are actually what they purport to be ; if 
they have reason to suspect that an attempt is 
being made to deceive the carrier, or avoid proper 
classification, they will require an examination 
of contents, or other suflScient evidence that they 
are correctly described, before or after receipting 
for same. Should freight be incorrectly described, 
and escape detection at shipping point, if the 
real character of the goods is discovered before 
delivery to consignee or to connecting road, 
charges will be collected according to proper 
classification. In case of loss or damage, owner 
will be paid for articles as called for by receipt 
or bill of lading given at the time of shipment. 

(b) Prepayment of freight charges must not 
be accepted at the receiving station upon any 
shipment, unless the agent is satisfied that the 
article upon which the prepayment is tendered 
is correctly described in the shipping receipt. 

Extract from section 10 of the Act to Regulate 
Commerce : 

Any person and any officer or agent of any cor- 
poration or company, who shall deliver property 
for transportation to any common carrier, subject 
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to the provisions of this act, or for whom as con- 
signor or consignee, ally such carrier shall trans- 
port property, who shall knowingly and wilfully, 
by false billing, false classification, false weigh- 
ing, false representation of th^ contents of the 
package, or false report of weight, or by any 
other device or means, whether with or withput 
the consent or connivance of the carrier, its agent 
or agents, obtain transportation for such prop- 
erty at less than the regular rates then est^- 
lished and in force on the line of transportation, 
shall be deemed guilty of fraud, which is hereby 
declared to be a misdemeanor, and shall, upon 
conviction thereof in any court of the United 
States of competent jurisdiction within the dis- 
trict in which such offense was committed, be 
subject for each ofi'ense to a fine of not exceeding 
five thousand dollars or imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for a term of not exceeding two 
years, or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Rule 6. 

Where the classification provides for a reduced 
rate, based on a certain fixed valuation, the fol- 
lowing special release, containing the agreed val- 
uation, must be written and signed by the ship- 
per or owner upon the face of the bill of lading 
or shipping receipt : 

**It is hereby agreed that the property herein 

designated is of the value of 

and the rate of freight charged thereon is based 
on such agreed valuation, and on the condition 
that the carrier assumes liability only to the ex- 
tent of such agreed valuation and no further." 

Rule 7. 
♦Unless a higher minimum is specified in pub- 
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iished tariffs, the minimum charge on a single 
shipment of one class, classified first-class or 
lower, shall be for 50 pounds at the class or com- 
modity rate to which it belongs ; but it classified 
higher than first-class, the minimum charge shall 
be for 50 pounds at the first-class rate. 

If the shipment contains articles in two or 
more classes, none of which is classified higher 
than first- class, the minimum charge shall be for 
50 pounds of the article taking the highest rate ; 
but if any one of the articles is classfied higher 
than first-class, the minimum charge shall be 
for 50 pounds at the first-class rate. 

In no case shall the charge on a single ship- 
ment be less than 25 cents. 

To or from local points, the minimum through 
charge shall be made by adding the minimum 
charge of the local line to the minimum charge 
to or from the junction point at which the ship- 
naent is received from, or delivered to, the local 
line.

Rules governing the transportation of High Explosives: 

High explosives, such as Atlas, Hercules, Giant Dittmar, 
Commercial Aetna, Heclajj^ and other Nitro-Glycerine 
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Powders, Dynamite, Nitro-Glycerine, Glynoin Oil, Nitro- 
le am, Blasting Oil, Nitrated Oil or Powder, mixed with 
any such Oil or Fibre, or saturated with any such articles 
or substances, will be received for transportation only at 
Steamship or Railroad Companies' option, and only under 
the fpllowing conditions : 

First — Shipments to be packed in strong boxes, not too large 
to be readily handled by one person, and each package to 
be plainly marked "Explosive," **Dangerous," on top and 
on one side or on one end. 

Second — It is understood that in these articles the Nitrc- 
Glycerine is thoroughly absorbed in charcoal, sawdust, 
infusorial earth, wood fibre, carbonate of magnesia, or 
other similar substances, and that the amount of the 
Nitrp-Glycerine is such that the temperature on the hot- 
test summer day will not occasion any leakage ; also that 
the powder formed by that absorbent material and the 
Nitro-Glycerine is always made up into cartridges and 
never put into the boxes in bulk. Should any package 
show outward signs of any oily stain, or other indication 
that absorption is not perfect, or that the amount of Nitro- 
Glycerine is greater than the absorbent can carry, the 
the package must be refused in every instance, and must 
not be allowed to remain on the property of the car- 
rier. 

Third — Nitrate or other explosive preparations not in accord- 
ace with above specifications (except ordinary Black Pow 
ner) will in no case be received for shipment. 

Fourth — Shipments must be so loaded that boxes will liebot 
tom side down, it being so u -derstood that the cartridges 
are so placed in the boxe« that they will lie on their sides 
and never on their ends when so loaded. The boxes must 
be so placed in car that they cannot fall to the fioor under 
aiiy circumstances. 

Fifth — Shipments of Common Black Powder may be received 
if packed in good substantial iron or wooden kegs, pack- 
ages not to exceed one hundred and fifty pounds in 
weight, unless for export, when larger packages will be 
received. 

Sixth — ^In no case will Precussion Caps, Exploders, Safety 
Squibe, Fulminators, Fricnon Machines, or any other ar-l

Seventh— ^Safety-fuse will be received for shipment at any 
time it is offered, and the restrictions in regard shipping 
powder do not apply to it. 

Eighth— As special Powder Oars are not in general service 
amon)^ roads of this A&80ciatjt)n, agents must know that 
none of the above explosive substances are loaded at 
their stations in old cars, having loose boards or cracks in 
the 'tdoi br fefdes.

Agents Will Familiarize Themselves With the Following Rules: 
RULE I. 

PBB DIBM CHABGE. 

All property shipped in car load lots shall be subject to 
car se.'vice and trackage charges in accordance with the fol- 
lowing regulations : 

A pharge of one dollar per car per day or fraction thereof 
shall be made for the delay of cars and the use of tracks within 
the following described territory, after forjiy-eight hours from 
arrival thereat, not including Sundays or legal holidays. 

The same rule shall apply to all cars which may be de- 
layed, beyond forty-eight hours in loading, ot which may be 
held beyond that time through the failure of shippers to f ur- 
iiiah proper billing directions . 

Cars containing Goal, Coke, Ore, Fluxing-limestone, 
Mill Cinder, Brimstone, (Sulphur), Sulphuric Acid and Mu- 
riate of Potash, when shipped in bulk. Pyrites, Kainit, Phos- 
phate, Pig Iron, Charcoal and the following materials, when 
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used for paving purposes only and billed to contractors engaged in 
paving, viz : Paving Blocks of any material, Crushed Stone, 
Vitrified Brick, Chert, Gravel, Sand, Slag, Stone, Dust, Ce- 
ment, Curbing,' Flagging (either of natural or artificial stone) 
and Asphalt, will be allowed seventy-two hours to be un- 
loaded before Car Service Rules will apply. 

As to all exceptions named in Rule I, the rule for reck- 
oning time shall be as follows : 

RULE II. 

RULES FOR RECKONING TIME. 

On cars arriving during the forenoon after 7 a. m., and 
held for orders from consignees, car service will be charged 
after the expiration of aeventy-two hours from 12 m. of that 
day, and on cars arriving after 12 m. to and including 7 a. m. 
of the following day, car service charges will commence forty- 
eight hours from 7 a. m. of that following day, provided no- 
tification has been given during that day previous to this 
time. Should notification not* be given within the time, car 
service will commence seventy-two hours from the hour of 
notification. 

On all empty cars ordered by consignors to load, the same 
rulep for reckoning time will apply. 

Twenty-four hours additional will be allowed consignees 
if the notice has to be sent through the United States . mail, 
provided they cannot be reached by messenger service. 

On cars consigned to team tracks or private tracks, and 
which may be so delivered on advance or standing order from 
consignee, car service will be charged after the expiration of 
forty-eight hours from the time such cars are placed on the 
tracks designated. 

Note — Upon cars held for orders (or for the payment of 
freight charges) , the time consumed between notification and 
ordering and between placing and releasing must be added 
together and charged to consignees. 
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RULE III. 

As to all articles other than those excepted by Rule (1) 
one, the rule for reckoning time shall be as follows, viz : 

On cars arriving after twelve o'clock at night and before 
twelve o'clock noon, and held for orders from consignees, car 
service will be charged after the expiration of forty-eight (48) 
hours (not including Sundays and legal holidays) from 
twelve o'clock noon of said day, provided legal notice has 
been given previous to said hour. 

Should notice not be given previous to twelve o'clock 
noon of said day, then car service shall be charged after the 
expiration of forty-eight (48) hours (not including Sundays 
and legal holidays) from one-thirty (1 :30) o'clock p. m., of 
said day, provided legal notice has been given previous to 
said hour. 

Should notice not be given previous to one-thirty (1 :30) 
o'clock p. m., of said day, then car service shall be charged 
after the expiration of forty- eight (48) hours (not including 
Sundays and legal holidays) from seven o'clock a. m., of the 
day following the day of arrival of said cars, provided legal 
notice has been given previous to said hour. 

Should notice not be given previous to seven o'clock a. m. 
of the day following the day of arrival of said cars, then car 
service will be charged after the expiration of forty-eight (48) 
hours from the hour of notification. 

RULE IV. 

On oars arriving after twelve o'clock noon and before 
twelve o'clock at night, and held for orders from consignees, 
car service will be charged after the expiration of forty-eight 
(48) hours from seven o'clock a. m. of the day following the 
day of arrival of said cars, provided legal notice has been 
given previous to seven o'clock a. m. of said following day. 
Should legal notice not be given previous to seven o'clock 
a.m. of the day following the day of arrival of said cars, 
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car service will be charged BiUbx the, expiration of forty-eight 
(48) hours (not including Sundays and legal holidays) from 
12 o'clock noon of. said following day. provided such legal 
notice is given before that time. Should notice be given 
after twelve o'clock noon of the day following the day of ar- 
rival of si^id cara, then car service will be charged after the 
expiration of forty-eight (48) hours from the hour of notifi- 
cation. 

RULE V. 

Whenevej* any railro9.d company fail^ to deliver at the 
depot or to pl<ice loaded cars embraced in Rule (I) qnef, arriv- 
ing after seven o'clock a. m. and before twelve o'clock noon 
of any day (not including Svindays and legal holidays) at an 
accessible place for unloading, computed from twelve o'clock 
noon of said day, aad the payment of freight charges, thereon, 
or whenever any railroad Qomp?Miy fails.tp deliver at the de- 
pot or to place loaded cars arriving after twelve o'clock noon 
and before seven o'clock a. m. of the follawiag day at an ac^ 
cessible place for unloading v^ithin severity- two (72) hours 
(not including Sundays and legal holidays) computed from, 
seven o'clock a. m, of the d^y after thei arrival of the same 
and the payment of freight chargea thereon, the shipper or 
consignee sha|l be. paid one dollar ($.1.00) for each, day m^ 
delivery is so delayed, provided that no penalty sh^U.be im- 
posed upon any railroad company if delay in placing cars is 
caused by the condition of the weather or other circumstance 
not due to the negligence of the railroad company ; and pro- 
vided further, that such charges shall be paid by the railroad 
company actually causing the delay . 

RULE VIu 

As to all cars containing articles, qther than those ex- 
cepted hy Rule (1) Qpe?, the following rule shall apply, viz : 
Whenever any r^ailroad company, fails; to deliver, at the 
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depot or to place loaded cars arriving after twelve o'clock at 
night and before twelve o'clock noon of that day, at an ac- 
cessible place for unloading within forty eight (48) hours 
(not including Sundays and legal holidays) computed from 
twelve o'clock noon of said day, and the payment of freight 
charges thereon, or when any railroad company fails to de- 
liver at the depot, or to place loaded cars arriving after twelve 
o'clock noon or before twelve o'clock at night of any day at 
an accessible place for unloading, within forty-eight (48) 
hours (not including Stindfi,ys and legal holidays) computed 
from seven o'clock a. m. of the day after the arrival of the 
same and the payment of freight charges thereon, the ship- 
per or consignee shall be paid one dollar ($1.00) for each day 
said delivery is so delayed, provided that no penalty shall be 
imposed upon any railroad company if delay in placing cars 
is caused by the condition of the weather or other circum- 
stance not due to the negligence of the railroad company, 
and provided further that such charges shall be paid by the 
^ilroad company actually causing the delay. 

RULE VII. 

CAHS FOB DEUVBRY ON TBjAM TRACKS AND PRIVATE SIDINGS. 

Cars containing freight to be delivered on team tracks or 
private sidings shall be delivered on the track designated im- 
mediately upon arrival, or as soon thereafter as the ordinary 
routine of yard work will permit. 

a. The time consumed in placing such cars, or in switch- 
ing cars for which directions are given by consignees, after 
arrival, shall not be included when computing detention . 

b. The delivery of cars consigned to or ordered to sidings, 
used exclusively by certain firms or individuals located on 
8uch sidings, shall be considered to have been eflfected either 
when such cars bavQ been placed on tjie sidings designated ; 
% if such sidings be full, when the road offering the cars 
^uldhavcmade delivery had such sidings permitted. 
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c. No cars shall be held from delivery in any manner, 
provided it is possible to secure their delivery, and the Mana- 
ger is charged with the duty of seeing that the purposes for 
which this Association is formed are not evaded by the action 
of any Railroad Company. 

d. On deliveries to sidings, used exclusively by certain] 
firms or individuals located on said sidings, and where con- 
signees or consignors refuse to pay, or unnecessarily defer 
settlement of bills for car service charges, the agent will de- 
cline to switch cars to the sidings where such parties are 
located, notifying them that deliveries will only be made to 
them on the public delivery tracks of the Company after the 
payment of freight charges at his office, and will promptly 
notify the manager of the action taken . 

RULE VIII. 

PRIVATE CARS. 

When both cars and tracks are owned by the same party 
no charge will be made ; but when private cars are detained 
on the tracks of other firms or individuals, or on the tracks 
belonging to or operated by members of this Association, or 
cars belonging to the latter upon private tracks, the estab- 
lished charge will apply. 

RULE IX. 

OARS NOT TO BE REPORTED. 

Cars loaded with live stock, house freight and company 
material are not covered by the Car Service Agreement, and 
shall not be included in reports to the Manager. 

RULE X. 

OARS HELD FOR VARIOUS CAUSES. 

O^rs detained at any point within the limits of this Asso- 
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jiation by reason of being billed to order and awaiting bills of 
lading and instructions as to disposition by the shipper or 
jonsignee, shall be subject to charges under these rules. 
4.gents must report such cars to the Manager, giving name of 
ihipper and point of shipment. 

a. When consignors ship goods to themselves '*or to or- 
ier/' it shall be the duty of the railroad companies to give 
legal notice to such consignees or persons to whom shipping 
jirections order delivery . This notice maybe addressed by 
mail to the consignee at point of delivery, and car service will 
begin as in other cases of notice by mail . 

b. Cars held at point or origin for want of billing in- 
structions from the shipper or his agent, or to remedy im- 
proper, unsafe or excessive loading, will be subject to car 
service charges under these rules. 

c. Cars consigned through and billed to stop in transit 
fo> inspection, change in load, to dress or for any other pur- 
pose, wlH4>e subject to car service charges after the expiration 
of the established time, and if such shipments are transferred 
4o other cars, the car service will continue on the car to which 
transfer is made. 

d. Cars which consignees intend to reship if detained 
either on pubfic, team or private tracks in excess of the es- 
tablished time, will be subject to car service charges under 
these rules, and such cars will not be subject to orders for 
loading until empty. 

e. In case any railroad cannot receive freight from other 
lines, it shall promptly notify both the Manager of the Asso- 
ciation and the delivering road of its inability to receive, so 
that the delivering line may make other disposition of the 
shipment. 

RULE XI. 

CARS ORDERED TO CONNECTING LINES. 

When cars are detained on tbe line of one road awaiting 
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orders from consignee, and are subsequently ordered to a con- 
necting road, the agent of the forwarding road shall send the 
agent of the receiving road detention slips promptly on de-; 
livery of car, showing the number of hours due consignee id 
which to unload before any charges accrue on tracks of receiv- 
ing road. Car service charges due upon cars ordered to trackj 
of connecting roads must in all cases be collected by the ageni 
of the forwarding road. When cars are ordered to points be- 
yond the switchiag limits of this Association, the chargei 
should follow as advances, unless paid by the shipper or coa- 
signee. | 

When cars which have been ordered for delivery on the j 
tracks of another road are refused by the latter on account of i 
the inability of the consignee to receive and unload the same, j 
immediate notice shall be given the road oflFering such cars, and | 
car service shall be continued thereon until accepted by the J 
receiving road, or otherwise disposed of by the shipper. ! 

RULE XII. I 

STORMY WEATHER. 

Whenever the weather during the period of ftee time is so 
severe, inclement or rainy that it is impracticable to secure 
means of removal, or where from the nature of the goods, re- 
moval would cause injury or damage, such time shall be added 
to the free period ; and agents will be instructed by the Man- 
ager not ta assess any demurrage charges for such additional 
time. This rule to apply to the state of the weather during 
business hous of free period only. 

RULE XIIT. 

COLLECTIONS. 

Agents will collect car service charges accruing under the 
rules of this Association with the same regularity and prompt- 
ness as other transportation charges, and the Manager is 
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harged with the duty of seeing that these rules are enforced 
rithout discrimination. 

a. It is the duty of the agent to demand car service on all 
ars before delivering them, where service has accrued be- 
ween notification and ordering. It is also the duty of an 
gent, where he has any doubt about service being paid, to 
lemand one dollar car service at the end of the free time al- 
owed for unloading cars , and, if said service is refused, to 
lecline to deliver the car and to allow the lading to be taken 
rom it, either by sealing the car, locking the car, or place it 
ehere it is not accessible to consignee. 

b. All collections for car service charges shall belong to the 
oadupon whose tracks the cars are detained. 

c. Railroads shall not discriminate between persons in car 
ler^ice charges. If a railroad company collects car service of 
me person, under the Oar Service Rules, it must collect of 
lU who are liable. 

RULE XIV. 

I agent's accounts. 

It is distinctly understood and agreed that each road party 
lereto will charge the local agent with all car service charges 
wcruing, whether same are collected or not, and that no 
^gent will secure relief from said charges except by relief 
roucher signed by the Manager of the Association or by re- 
nittance of the amount due to the Treasurer of his road. 

When any road, member of this Association, fails to collect 
Jar service charges which have accrued under the rules, and 
loes not make satisfactory explanation to the Manager of its 
failure to collect, within sixty (60) days after such charges 
iave accrued, it shall be considered as having violated the 
terms of the Car Service Agreement and shall be liable to the 
penalty prescribed therefor, as set forth in Article VI of the 
agreement. 
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RULE XV. 

INFORMATION TO BK FURNISHED THE MANAGER. 

The Manager shall arrange in the most economical manner 
to obtain proper reports of all track cars which may be de- 
layed at the points covered by the Agreement, and shall have 
power to call upon the Car Accountant, Train Master, Yard 
Master, Local Agent, or such other employee as may be desig 
nated by the road interested, for the required reports, and f(r 
such information (statistical or otherwise) , as may be required 
from day to day, and orders shall be given to such employees i 
to furnish representatives of this Association such informa*. 
tion promptly. 

He shall use every legitimate effort to have all the provi- 
sions of the Agreement strictly lived up to, and shall make a 
report to the Association of his investigation of all cases ofi 
violation coming to his knowledge, with such documentary; 
evidence as he may be in possession of, together with his de- 
cision in such cases. 

RULE XVI. 

STORAGE. 

No railroad company, member of this Association, shall 
provide free storage in its freight warehouse of contents of 
loaded cars subject to car service charges, but any railroad 
company may unload cars subject to car service charges into 
its own warehouse or into public or private warehouses sub- 
ject to the following rules and regulations : 

CHARGE FOR LOADING OR UNLOADING. 

Any railroad company, member of this Association, may 
at its option unload into or load from private, public or rail- 
road company's warehouse any carload freight for consignees 
or consignors, charging therefor one dollar per car, provided 
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ihe loading or unloading is done within the free time allowed 
)y the rules of the Association, or within time for which the 
jonsignee or consignor pays car service charges at the estab- 
ished rates. 

For loading or unloading lumber, stone, shingles, and pav- 
ing stones, or freight of similar character, railroad compa- 
aies, members of this Association, shall charge two dollars 
per car when loaded or unloaded on their own grounds or on 
grounds of private parties. 

PENALTY FOR FAILURE TO UNLOAD. 

In the event that the railroad company fails to load or un- 
load within the free time allowed, and regular car service 
charges are not assessed against the consignor or consignee, 
luch charges shall be double the prescribed rate per car per 
day, to be paid by the railroad company to the Association, 
which amount is to be used in paying the expenses of the Asso- 
ciation so far as said moneys will go, but the Manager shall 
^ave authority, on the application of any railroad company, 
^ grant relief from the foregoing penalty, on the same 
grounds that relief is given consignees from car service 
charges. 

REPORTS TO MANAGER. 

Agents will report all cars unloaded into or loaded from 
private, public or railroad warehouses upon the same forms 
and in the same manner as cars unloaded or loaded by 
other consignees or consignors. 

WAREHOUSE CHARGES. 

In cases where carload freight is unloaded into the railroad 
company's warehouse, not used as a public warehouse, 
storage charges shall be collected not less than charges made 
at the same point by public warehouses for similar ser^*^. 
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Agents will report all such collections of std^rage in rMlroad 
company's warehouses as demuri'age both to their Auditor 
and to the Manager of the Car Service Association. 

In all cases where railroad companies engage in the busi- 
ness of public warehousing, notice thereof shall be filed wiili 
the Manager of the Association, and the storage charges for 
carload freight subject to car service, stored in such ware- 
houses, shall not be less than charges of other public ware- 
houses in the same place. Such storage charges and the de- 
tention of freight thereunder shall not be reported to the 
Association ; but all agents shall send to the Manager of the 
Association monthly a tissue copy of their reports to the Au- 
ditor, containing all amounts collected as above, and the 
Manager or the Inspector of the Association shall have the 
right of inspecting the books and records of such warehouse 
business. 

No refund of such warehouse charges shall be made by any 
one connected with the railroad, except for the correction bf 
errors in amount of charges collected. 



RULE XVII. 



HOLDlilG CARfe IJ^ TkAlfSlt. 

No railroad company, member of this Association, shall hold 
in transit any loaded cars destined to points covered by the 
Agreement, unless the same shall be done for the purpose of 
avoiding blo^kides. In case ic becomes necessary to hold 
back such cars for the purpose stated, the Manager of the 
Association shall be immediately notified of such action by 
the railroad company concerned, and he shall itfv^tigate the 
matter and determine the extent to which siich cars taay biB 
heM back for the relief of the terminal facilities of the Jpoftd 
oisl^\^ich located. 
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Any road holding back cars of freight destined to points 
embraced in the Agreement, without the approval of the 
Manager of the Association, shall be considered as having 
violated the terms of the Agreement and be liable to the pen- 
alty therefor.

CLAIMS. 



The Manager of this Association is authorized to entertain 
claims for refund of charges collected under these rules for 
the follow mg reasons : 

a. Thit 'Mirs were bunched en route by the railroad com- 
pa!U' ! 1 • Verod for d ^livorv fister than property was or- 
dered or roul ' e t ken ar • of. 

b. That cars were not placed for unloading in the order in 
which they arrived. 

c. Condition of the weather. (Such claims must show the 
character of property and all particulars why cars could not 
be loaded or unloaded within forty-eight hours) . 

d. Where cars are detained under special circumstances 
over which the shipper or consignee has no control. (Such 
claims must recite carefully all facts, and claimants must be 
prepared to verify their statements by affidavit if necessary) . 

e. On account of alleged errors in railroad record of cars. 

f. Other peculiar circumstances which may justify special 
consideration. 

g. Claims must be presented to the Manager promptly, 
through the agent of the road making the collection, together 
with the paid car service bills, and a written statement re- 
citing clearly and fully the causes of detention. Upon receipt 
of claims the Manager will investigate and decide each case 
upon its merits, and either deelif&e thecdaitQ^ar autbi^ri^im- 
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mediate refund of such amount as in his judgment may be 
right and proper.

STORAGE RULES ON PACKAGE FREIGHT. 



To Take Effect March 1st, 1901. 



RULE I. 

PRBIGHT SUBJECT TO STORAGE CHARGES. 

All freight received for delivery is subject to Storage Regu- 
lations . 

When stored in railroad company's local warehouses or 
freight stations the storage charges will be as follows : 

RULE II. 

RATES FOR STORAGE OP PACKAGE FREIGHT. 

All package freight not removed by owners from the cus- 
tody of the railway company within forty-eight hours not in- 
cluding Sundays or legal holidays, computed from 10 o'clock 
a. m. of the day following the date of legal notice of arrival, 
shall thereafter be subject to a charge for storage each day or 
fraction of a day that such consignment may remain in cus- 
tody of the railway company, of one cent per 100 pounds per 
day, with minimum charge of 5 cents for any one package or 
lot for one consignee, but not more than $1.00 per day for any 
consignment not in excess of a car load. 
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RULE III. 

» 

NOTICE TO CONSIGNEES. 

Prompt notice shall be given by agents to consignees of th o 
irrivalofall such freight, and said notice should show thu 
;ime allowed for removal before storage charges apply. 

RULE IV. 

SHIPMENTS BILLED TO ORDER, ETC. 

Shipments detained because billed *'to order'* and await- 
ing bills of lading, or instructions as to disposition, shipments 
held for want of billing instructions, shipments held for in- 
3p^cti D, change of billing or for any other purpose, by owne r 
or his agent, are subject to storage charges, and if such 
shipments are forwarded to any other point, accrued storage 
charges will be added to the billing as back charges. 

RULE V. 

CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH TIME MAY BE EXTENDED. 

When due diligence is used, agents are authorized to make 
extension of time on such freight which cannot be removed 
on account of bad weather, or roads, or distance to be hauled 
from station. 

RULE VL 

COLLECTIONS. 

1. Agents will collect storage charges accruing under 
these rules with the same regularity and promptness as other 
transportation charges, and will in like manner be held re- 
sponsible for same. 

2. It is is the duty of the agent to require payment of 
accrued storage charges before delivering the property. 
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3. Agents will report collection of storage in warehouses 
to Auditor and to the Mai^ager of the Car Service Association, 
except where railroad companies etfg'age in the business of 
public warehousing. 

RULE VII. 

CLAIMS. 

Charges collected under these rules shall not be refunded 
except under authority of the Masiagei^.
